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Intervention by the Orange 
County Water district in the suit 
filed by James Irvine to halt water 
spreading practices in the upper 
reaches of the Santa Ana river was 
a certainty today. 

Chairman Willis H Warner, 
Huntington Beach, told The Jour¬ 
nal it will be necessary for the 
water district to intervene in the 
federal court suit filed several 
years ago, before the case can be 
settled out of court, 

Won't Delay Case 
He said the upper county water 
Interests which were named as de¬ 
fendants in the suit want the water 
district to be a party to the set¬ 
tlement in the suit filed by the 
Irvine company. To accomplish 
this, it will be necessary for the lo¬ 
cal water district to intervene in 
the suit. 

It was pointed out that Interven¬ 
tion by the water district will not. 
mean a continuation of the suit in 
court, but will be a friendly means 
of reaching a binding agreement 
between Orange county and the 
upper river water interests. 

Expect Action Soon 
Officials of the water district, 
who may bring the matter up at a 
meeting of the board of directors j 
here tomorrow, indicated that Or- I 
ange county’s proposal, details of 
which have not been announced, 
will be changed but little when the i 
agreement is reached. 

It is anticipated that it will be 
but a short time until the agree¬ 
ment is drawn up and signed, end- ! 
ing a battle of several years stand¬ 
ing over water rights in the Santa' 
Ana river. Orange county feels 
that the upper river interests 
should permit a certain amount of 
water to pass a given point on its 
way into this county before start¬ 
ing to sink it in their own under¬ 
ground basins. 


Santa Ana today was one of the 
tenters of a nation-wide search for 
members of a forgery ring sup¬ 
posed to have gained approximate¬ 
ly $100,000 during the past year by 
manipulations of fradulent checks. 

The search centered in Santa 
Ana after discovery that three 
checks for approximately $9000 
bad been forged on the account of 
K. Y. Williams, Santa Aria attor¬ 
ney and former superior court 
judge. 

Handwriting on the forged 
checks, bank detectives said, is 
a most identical with that of Carl 
K. Mann and Edward Davis, na¬ 
tionally known forgers. From the 
boldness of their operation and 
their method of attack it is almost 
certain these two are the ones 
who attempted to victimize Will- 
lar.is, officers said. 

A bit of friendly "kidding” from 


W. B. Williams, cashier of the 
First National bank here and 
brother of r; Y. Williams, dis¬ 
closed the hoax. 

Judge Williams, who runs four 
ranches besides his law practice, 
found his checking account nearly 
$9000 short this month. 

At the same time three attor¬ 
neys in Fresno, San Jose and 
Stockton found their bank ac¬ 
counts from $2500 to $0000 long. 

Forgers had drawn three checks, 
for $2655, $3000 and $2751.18, on 
Judge Williams’ checking account 
in Santa Ana. The sums were de¬ 
posited to the accounts of Law¬ 
rence W. Young, Fresno; Urban 
A. Southeimer, San Jose, and C. I*. 
Hendon, Stockton. 

The deposits were made in 
Stockton and San Jose on Feb. 13, 
and in Fresno on Feb. 17. 

The checks were cleared through 


Williams’ account here on Feb. 19 
without detection, and the looting 
was not discovered until a few 
days ago. 

Auditor A. P. Trawick of the 
First National bank said the first 
intimation of the forgery came 
when they received a query from 
the First National bank in Stock- 
ton as to R. Y. Williams' financial 
standing. 

The next day they received no¬ 
tice a check for $2,751.18 had 
been honored there. 

Cashier Williams met Brother! 
Judge Williams on the street, and I 
started to “kid" him about his pre- i 
carious financial standing, which 
disclosed the fact that Williams! 
had written no large checks re- 1 


$15,000,000 flood control project 
today. 

The Journal learned today that 
Orange county will have an influ¬ 
ential representative in the per-

work on the huge water project. 

Thoroughly conversant with ev¬ 
ery detail of the flood control and 
water conservation program, Maj¬ 
or Wyman also is personally ac¬ 
quainted with the national board 
of engineers that must pass on 
the project. 

Not Lobbyist 

Major Wyman, divisional army 
engineer in charge of this district, 
j told The Journal he will appear 
before the national officials at 
j Washington, when consideration 
of the project is started. While 
Major Wyman is not a profession- 
! al lobbyist, water leaders here 
J feel he can do the project more 
| good than anyone else could. He 
is m a position to give the board 
| of engineers any information they 
may want. 

It is not certain just when Ma¬ 
jor Wyman will leave for Wash¬ 
ington, but he said he expects to 
go as soon as he receives word 
that the project is under consid¬ 
eration. Orange county’s project 
is included in the omnibus flood 
control bill approved by congress 
last season. 

Cost Shared 

Following approval by the board 
of engineers, the project will go to 
the congressional appropriations 
committee, which is expected to 
set aside funds for launching of 
construction work on the Prado 
dam and other flood control works 
in Orange county provided for in 
the project to protect this county 
from floods. 

The government Is expected to 
provide about $13,000,000 on the 
project work. Orange county’s 
cost is expected to be about 
$2,000,000 or less, depending on 
whether it must pay the $600,000 
cost of relocating the railroad and 
highway in the Prado reservoir 
section. Major Wyman told Tho 
Journal today that it is not yet 
certain whether the county must 
pay this cost. 

Orange county will pay Major 
Wyman neither a salary nor ex¬ 
penses, inasmuch as he is paid by 
the United States army.

Wind Machine 

Sehoonover said the. wind ma- 
ehines are not very effective in 
severe freezes. He cited one in¬ 
stance of a grower who used coke 
heaters with wind machines, and 
blew the heat through the orchard 
to good advantage. He said most 
growers in colder areas found they 
did not have enough heaters. Or¬ 
ange county is in a more fortu¬ 
nate position in regard to freezes 
than other areas, he said. 

Concerning treatment of trees 
damaged by the frost, the citrus 
specialist said it is better to do 
nothing to them for a year, and 
then clear out the dead, frozen 
wood. He said it helps some to 
whitewash the exposed trunk and 
limbs on the south side to prevent 
sunburn. He showed pictures to 
illustrate his points, showing that 
trees heavily pruned or cut down 
seldom recovered. 

Heater Economy 

Farm Advisor Harold E. Wahl- 
berg opened the program with a 
discussion on when it pays to in¬ 
stall orchard heaters. He con¬ 
cluded that there are a few cold 
spots in the county where it is 
likely that installation of orchard 
heaters would pay the grower, but 
in the larger part of the county 
be doubted if over a period of 
years whether this would he an 
economic advantage, 

Wahlberg pointed out that hut 
5000 of the 72.000 acres of land 
in Orange county where sub-tropi¬ 
cal fruit is grown are protected 
by orchard heaters In most of 
this district, he said, it is doubt¬ 
ful whether installation of heaters 
would be economical. He said the 
total cost of orchard heaters is 
$40 per acre a year. He cited In¬ 
stances to show that in most cases 
this does not pay. He urged 
growers to take the cases and 
figures he cited and figure out 
their own benefits by orchard 
heating. 

Agricultural Commissioner D 
W. Tubbs of Orange county spoke 
just before the noon recess. He 
discussed standardization regula¬ 
tions in the movement of the 1937 
citrus crop.

Under the same law the federal 
reserve bank would set the interest 
rate for term accounts, which now 
draw one per cent interest. 

Stephenson said the Orange 
county treasury under the new law 
would be forced to carry on hand 
several thousand dollars in cash 
to meet current expenditures. a| 
possible solution, bringing losses ini 
interest, would be a state law al- j 
lowing treasurers to deposit pub¬ 
lic funds without interest.

Grove, the highest paid flinger in the American league, stands 
at the head of the five-year class with the amazingly high percentage 
of .795 for his record of 128 victories and only 33 defeats in 1929-33 
with the Philadelphia A's. 

This excels even the marvelous performances of Mordecai I Three- 
Fingered) Brown, Christy Mathewson, Grover Alexander, Walter 
Johnson and Cy Young, whose flinging feats otherwise over-shadow 
those of the post-war pitching group. 

Twelve Ahead of Dean 

All told, in the accompanying tabulation of Who's Who among 
pitching greats, Dean tralis an even dozen performers, on percentage. 

Our research is confined to toilers of the twentieth century, 
except that for purposes of comparison with older times, Cy Young's 
greatest five-year streak, during which he compiled 169 victories 
from 1892 to 1896, is included. Young then twirled for the Cleveland 
nationals. With the Boston Red Sox after the turn of the century 
he had another five-year run of 135 triumphs. 

No pitcher has averaged 30 victories per season in so-called 
modern major league history, but up to the time of the World war 
that was the mark the big shots aimed at Johnson came closest, 
with a total of 148 triumphs during 1912-16 with a club that was 
pennantless. Mathewson, with a stronger outfit, aggregated 14/ 
for his best five-year stretch. 

Grove and Brown, with the best five-year records of the post¬ 
war and pre-war groups, enjoyed powerful support. The Athletics 
won three pennants, the Chicago Cubs four, during their best years 

Then There Were Others 

The five-year list, of course, does not take into account a num¬ 
ber of exceptional performances Smoky Joe Wood, for instance,

3. Oppose several bills which 
grant tenure to beginning teachers 
and permissive tenure to all other 
employes, proposing one, two and 
three-year contracts. 

4. Support A. B. 631, which 
clarifies removal of personal lia¬ 
bility of trustees and other school 
employes. 

Sales Tax Repeal 

5. Oppose A. B. 440, which 
makes mandatory 12 annual pay¬ 
ments of teachers’ salaries, where¬ 
as the law now makes this per¬ 
missive. 

6. Support A. B. 298, which re¬ 
moves the five per cent budget 
limitation. 

7. Oppose A. B. 79, which pro¬ 
poses to repeal the sales tax. 

8. Support A. B. 1276 provid¬ 
ing that damage claims against 
schooi districts must be filed with¬ 
in 90 days after an accident, and 
other bills limiting damage suits 
against school districts to $5000. 

Tax Limitations 

9. Oppose a bill which provides 
that the state shall furnish free 
books and free transportation to 
all students of parochial schools. 

10. Oppose S. B. 566, which 
proposes to set tax rate limitations 
which it is contended would seri¬ 
ously interfere with the operation 
of local schools. Further reduc¬ 
tions, aside from those brought 
about by reduced assessed valua¬ 
tions, would result from this 

it was said.

Court Battle 
Reviewed at 
Ebell Club 


President Roosevelt’s proposed 
change in the supreme court is 
neither unconstitutional, a viola¬ 
tion of tradition, revolutionary, 
r.or a break in public faith, Mrs. 
Jack Vallely, reviewer of hooks 
and current events, told Santa 
Ana Ebell members yesterday in 
another of her series of talks on 
the year’s program, but a fifth 
criticism of the change, the* ques¬ 
tion, “Will the change be for pub¬ 
lic welfare of our country,” is im¬ 
portant for further consideration. 

The court has assumed much 
power since its formation, she 
pointed out, comparing its record 
of declaring 13 acts of congress 
unconstitutional in the past two 
years with its declaration of only 
two in its first 76 years and only 
22 during the 10 years from 1912 
to 1922. It has been changed in 
number at least five times in its 
history and has been packed three 
times previously. 

Replying thus to the criticisms 
rf the present plan, the speaker 
concluded that something has to 
he done to secure some means of 
passing social legislation, hut 
whether the proposer! plan is the 
solution is the important consid¬ 
eration. 

In his effort to make democracy 
work, the President’s avowed aim, 
she pointed out the danger of kill¬ 
ing democracy, urging, with Prof. 
Charles Beard, that he move 
slowly. 

The present argument, she 
pointed out, is just another phase 
of the battle between capital and 
labor, though today’s crisis is the 
most serious. 

Amendment Needed 

The Piesident’s plan, she con¬ 
cluded. is not a permanent solu¬ 
tion. The only permanent one Is 
an amendment to the constitution, 
and this, she believes, should be 
by popular vote. 

An important hook on this sit¬ 
uation, she told her audience, is 
“Supreme Court or Political Pup¬ 
pets?” by David Lawrence, editor 
of the United States News, pub¬ 
lished since the President sent his 
message to congress. 

Apposing the President’s plan, it 
offers contrast to Henry A Wal¬ 
lace’s hook, “Whose Constitution,” 
the two at opposite extremes giv¬ 
ing thoughtful, intelligent, careful¬ 
ly written considerations of the 
subject. 

Other hooks on the political 
trends of the time which she rec¬ 
oil.mended in her talk were "Fifty- 
five men,” by Prof. Fred Rodell, 
the story of the making of the 
constitution, recommended for 
every home; “The Ultimate Pow¬ 
er.” by Morris Ernst, a history of 
the supreme court and constitu¬ 
tion, with suggested solutions; 
“The Nine Old Men," hv Pearson 
and Allen, filled with cheap, low 
gossip, but interesting in descrip¬ 
tion of personalities; “A New 
American History,” by W. E 
Woodward; and “The Hundred 
Years.” by Philip Guedalla, world 
history of Europe and the United 
States between 1837 ard 1937, and 
an important book. 

Also in her review yesterday 
v/ere a book on Spain, “Behind the 
Spanish Barricades,” by John 
Lungdon-Davies, an authentic ac¬ 
count. of the war in Spain, hut 
orly from one point of view; and 
one on Russia, “I Visit the Sovi¬ 
ets.” by E. M. Dalafield, the out¬ 
sider’s point of vfew on the sit¬ 
uation in that country. 

Few Novels 

Very few good novels are being 
published right now, according to 
Mrs. Vallely, who reviewed three 
"The Sisters,” by Myron Brinig;

The first thing revealed by th* 
lighter, more carefully tailored 
spring clothes is your po3turei 
Uneven shoulders or a curved spino 
can spoil the appearance of the 
most expensive costume, but a 
straight back and gracefully car¬ 
ried shoulders can make even the 
little bargain number almost look 
like it cost $69.50. 

Study your back while standing; 
in your usual position, of course, 
before a triple mirror. It should 
be straight, with only a slight; 
curve at your waistline, slim, but 
not bony, and the shoulder blades 
should be flat, but smoothly cov¬ 
ered with a firm layer of muscles 
that gives them a softly rounded 
contour. 

The line from the top of youi 
shoulders to your ear should be 
smooth and flowing and your head 
held high and gracefully. 

If your inspection reveals ar. 
S-curve in your back or if there 
are pads of fat between the shoul¬ 
ders or at the back of the neck, 
rounded shoulders or protruding 
shoulder blades, you had better get 
to work on your posture.

Last night the board of educa¬ 
tion named Chairman George 
Wells and the board secretary to 
dispose of the tents from time to 
time as is possible at a satisfac¬ 
tory price. They said the tents 
are worth less than $200 each. 

With its construction program 
now about completed, the high 
school does not need the tents 


that have housed students since 
the buildings were torn down be¬ 
cause of earthquake damage. 
Block “B” will be given final in¬ 
spection tomorrow, and is expect¬ 
ed then to be ready for occupancy. 
Block “C,” the shop building, is 
expected to be completed next 
week. 

Gauer told the board that he 
purchased seven of 12 tents he 
needs, from Fullerton, paying $70 
each for the smaller ones and $125 
each for the larger ones. Ana¬ 
heim’s bond issue of $195,000 for 
building new school buildings is 
expected to be sold by the board 
of supervisors on March 23. 

Practically every elementary 
school in *Santa Ana last night 
made a request for one of the 
tents, but no action was taken to 
deny or grant the requests. Two 
were requested by Willard Junior 
High school.

Behind the Scenes at WPA 

rpHE COUNTY Democratic organization shows plenty 
of gray matter when it brusquely ignores WPA Ad¬ 
ministrator Lawson’s statement that it is against “present 
policy’’ to move Orange county’s WPA headquarters 
from San Diego to Santa Ana. 

As we pointed out editorially last Friday—shooting 
in the dark, as it were—WPA policy is generally deter¬ 
mined by what system the big boys think will reap the 
most votes. 

The shot was a bull's-eye. Here’s what The San 
Diego Sun has to say about the WPA setup in San Diego; 
and The Sun goes a long way, if you read between the 
lines, toward explaining why San Diego politicians want 
to keep the Orange county administrative jobs under 
their thumb. Here goes: 

The city of San Diego is put under the jurisdiction of 
Oakley M. Hail, supervisor of labor management of the WPA 
and "commander” of the assembly's “militant body.” The 
city is divided into 20 districts with a “leader” in each district. 

In each district are 17 precincts and in each precinct is a cap¬ 
tain and two lieutenants. It is the job of these officers and 
the 10,371 privates claimed by the organization, to get out 
the vote for the assembly’s candidates on election day. 

* * * 

But in almost every one of these clubs as in the city 
precinct organization - will be found one or more WPA foreman 
or other officials or employes of the WPA who work under 
the direction of George White. 

These WPA foremen (and their ultimate superiors) are 
the men who decide what men shall work on WPA and what 
men must shift for themselves. Exactly how much their deci¬ 
sions may be influenced by the enthusiasm a particular work¬ 
man may display for the assembly's candidates is a matter to 
be discussed later. But there is no doubt that such pressure 
can be applied. 

The Assembly referred to is the Democratic Assem¬ 
bly of San Diego county, and it is headed by George B. 
White, who also is district manager for San Diego county 
—and also for Orange county. 

By keeping Orange county headquarters in San 
Diego, the big shot politicians—and that includes White, 
Hamilton H. Cotton and William Gibbs McAdoo—appar¬ 
ently think they will strengthen the San Diego machine. 

Perhaps local Democrats will be strong enough to 
override this raw deal from the party higher-ups. At any 
rate, they shouldn’t quit trying. Reason and right are on 
their side. 

Japan will raise cats for fur. In this country it’s 
rabbits. And we had better look out or Japanese 
cat-mink will soon be underselling American rabbit- 
sable.

I T’S no great surprise to note that Buron Fitts has 
stopped a bullet.
